DOMESTIC NEWS. 
Tanner’s Faat—He 1» Very Weak. 
New Y ork, August 2d.—For thj first time 
since commencing the fast, Dr. Tanner ad 
mitted this morning that he felt very weak. 
His stomach was in a bad condition, but he 
expressed confidence in his ability to accom­ 
plish the undertaking. His eyes were lustre 
less, his tongue furred and his face piuched 
and haggard. 
Still his watchers asserted 
that be had somewhat improved since Sun­ 
day. He had suffered from nausea three 
times since midnight. Small quantities of 
mineral water were administered during the 
night, and _ early in the morning. Before 
goiDg on h¡3 customary drive, he swallowed 
ten ounces of very hot water. At noon he 
was quietly resting. He received the follow­ 
ing cable dispatch from Paris: 
Don’t waste strength driving out. Shut off all 
spectators: have only your doctors and attendants. 
Your experiment is watched here with great Inter­ 
est by scientists, and is ridiculed by fools. The h it 
weather is against you. Have courage, brave fel­ 
low, and h Id on. I wish vou success. 
' DR. MARSON SIMS. 
Physicians are inclined to the opinion that 
the cablegram was sent by J. Marion Sims, 
M. D., but Dr. Tanner, who seemed pleased 
with it, rather doubted that it had come from 
that physician. 
[SECOND DISPATCH ] 
N ew Y ork, August 2d.—Dr. Tanner at 5 
o clock started out on his usual evening drive, 
accompanied by physicians. He returncu 
at i.He was very cross and peevish. He rested 
on his cot and seemingly slept soundly for 
some hours. At 10 o’clock he arose and, un­ 
dressing, retired for the night, but did not 
rest quietly, his stomach being out of order. 
Gold DiMfoverleii at (hr East. 
New Y ork, August 2d.—Speaking of the 
recent gold discoveries in the West, the Her­ 
ald says : The glorious climate of California 
and contiguous States need no longer claim a 
monopoly of gold mines. Every day claims 
to auriferous iands in the northern counties 
of this State are being filed at Albany. Maioe 
and New Hampshire are reporting gold- 
bearing quartz, and even Jerseymen are said 
to have struck a lead. How much precious 
metal from any of the new fi :ds has been re 
ceived at assay offices is not a matter of com­ 
mon report, but it is of no particular conse­ 
quence to the general business of mining 
that any Bbould get there at all. 
The 
"pockets” in which mining locators usually 
find their profits are situated in the clothing 
of the_ people. The all-important thing is to 
organize a company, and as this can be done 
with several prominent names, a hole in the 
ground and a small printing-press, the East 
can do just as lively a business in gold-mining 
as the YV est. If there is really any paying 
ore in the Eastern States, there are plenty of 
men of experience and means who are ready 
to make the most of it.- But let not the am­ 
ateur fortune-hunter make haste to give up 
his modest situation and salary, shoulder a 
pick and start for the nearest rocky ground. 
Still less let him press his savings bank book 
upon some enterprising fellow who can show 
him nothing but some showy certificates of 
stock in the yet undeveloped mines. 
Solicitarte for the I hiñese. 
N ew Y ork, August 2d.—The 27.7, «com ­ 
ments as follows : The very latest expedient 
for getting rid of the Chinese in California is 
to tax the Six Companies out of existence. 
These companies are the guilds to which all 
Chinese arriving in the Pacific States are at­ 
tached. It is represented to the State Board 
of Equalization, by memorial, that the Six 
Companies “ have and hold absolute control 
over the bodies and liberties of all the Chi­ 
nese,” and that therefore they must be ex­ 
tremely rich, and that instead of their beiDg 
asseised at a moderate valuation, they 
should pay taxes on 822,200,000, or some 
such modest sum. Of course it is expected 
that this excessive rate of taxation will be 
resisted, but as this would only lead to the 
seizure and confiscation of Chinese prop­ 
erty in San Francisco, the desired end—the 
eviction of the Chinamen—would be reached, 
and the Chinese problem would be solved. 
Figlil with Ytctorlo's Indinos. 
D enver (Col.), August 2d.—The Tribu nr 3 
Santa Fe special says : News from El Paso 
states that Colonel 11. N. Grierson had a fight 
with Victorious band of hostile Indians, about 
100 strong, who attempted to pass north into 
Texas on the 30th ult., between Fort (jiritt- 
man and Eagle Springs. He was encamped 
on the trail with a small party and, believ­ 
ing the Indians would make a break through 
the lines, had sent the night before for rein­ 
forcements to Fort (¿oittrnan and Eagle 
Springs. At 4 A. M. on the 30th Lieutenant 
Finly with 31 men of the Tenth Cavalry ar­ 
rived, and he immediately set to work 
fortifying his position. About 9 A. M. 
the Indians appeared in force and 
attacked the camp. They were repulsed at 
11 A. M. Captain Gielle, with two compa­ 
nies, arrived, upon which a sharp engage­ 
ment took place between the troops and the 
Indians, which lasted about three hours. 
Lieutenant Colloday was wounded, one sol­ 
dier was killed and eight horses killed. At 2 
p. M U'nptain Nolan’s command arrived at 
the tcetj, of action from F’ort Quittman. On 
the approach of these trocps the Indians 
fled rapidly down the Rio Grande. Colonel 
Grierson is of the opinion that the Indians 
will try to cross between Van Horn and the 
Eagle mountains, and is disposing his troops 
to intercept them. The Mexican troops are 
following the Indians’ trail bn the other side 
of the Rio Grande, but have not been able 
to come up with them since the 23d ult. 
A Bloodthirsty Affair. 
New Y ork. August 2d.—F’ranz Julius 
Munzberg, a Polish plasterer, and Xavier 
Lindouer. a house painter, occupied rooms in 
the rear of 45 Forsyth street. The men quar­ 
relled Thursday, but were separated. Late 
this afternoon Munzberg entered Lindouer’s 
apartments, and fired a shot which disabled 
the latter’s right arm. Mrs. Lindouer seized 
a flatiron, but Munzberg pushed her aside and 
pursued Lindouer into an adjoining bedroom, 
and fired a second shot into his face. Lin­ 
douer fled to the street, pursued by his ene­ 
my. A third shot from Murzberg’s pistol 
missed its mark, but Lindouer fell on the 
sidewalk. As he attempted to rise Munz­ 
berg rushed upon him and fired a fourth shot 
into his right side, which killed him in­ 
stantly. He was attempting to fire again 
when he was seized and disarmed by citizens. 
The murderer was taken into custody. Lin­ 
douer was a German, 50 years old. 
Tlic Wimbledon Shooting Affair— Return 
of Colonel Rod Inc. 
New Y ork, August 2d.—Colonel Bodine 
has arrived. He is very decided in the 
opinion that the whole story of the Wimble­ 
don affair would come out soon, as those who 
did not act under bis advice would be com­ 
pelled to take the consequencs of their action. 
In this opinion other riflemen coincided with 
Colonel Bodine, and said : "W e were very 
decided in the action we took, and some 
of those who shot in the Hyde- 
Halford match 
did so with great 
reluctance, being pushed on by friends who 
went over with them. Particularly so in the 
case of Brown and Rockwell. Colonel 
Bodine had great trouble with the profes­ 
sional element of the team—that is, Farrow 
and Jackson.” The Colonel once more spoke 
up, “ Yes, I have undergone an immense 
amount of anxiety ; but let me here say that 
before the butts at Dollymount no men ever 
behaved better than my gallant six. It was 
their thorough use to discipline, in fact our 
great organization, that won us the inter­ 
national match. In futnre we shall be 
obliged to meet foreign teams 011 a footing of 
equality, both a^ regards guns and uiark- 
manship. The Irish team shot splendidly.” 
Murder and Accidental Brnlli. 
D enver (Col.), August 2d.—Edward Egan, 
from Dubuque, la,, barkeeper at Malta, a 
small town three miles from Eeadville, was 


shot and killed this morning by a ranchman 
uamed James Brady, an old settler. Brady 
was returning from a cirens, and while under 
the influence of liquor entered the saloon 
where Egan, the barkeeper, was asleep on the 
counter. He walked behind the bar and was 
helping himself to a drink when Egan was 
awakened by an occupant of the saloon. A 
few blows were exchanged, when Brady drew 
a revolver and deliberately shot Egan through 
the heart. The murderer escajnxi, but was 
arrested subsequently at Oro.

The Ule Com m ission—Removal of the In­ 
dians only a Question of Tim e. 
D enver (Col), August 2d.—The Tribune's 
Los Pinos special says : The Indians were 
straggling into the Commissioners’ quarters 
all day yesterday to sign a treaty. The 
chiefs having signed the agreement, the 
others are fearful that unless their names are 
forwarded to Washington they will receive 
no part of the 800,000 which the Commission 
is authorized to pay out as soon as arrange­ 
ments for the removal of the Utes are per­ 
fected, which will probably be some time 
next fall. The Commissioners leave here 
about the 4th instant, and go to the Southern 
Ute Agency, except Colonel Meacham, who 
remains at Los Pinos to take the census. 
The removal of the Utes is only a question 
of time, and the Commission are hurrying 
matters as fast as possible. A year from this 
fall will probably see the reservation open to 
settlement, and the people of the United 
States and Colorado will have the pleasure of 
occupying the land and working for their 
bread as folks do elsewhere. 
The Alabama Election. 
M obile, August 2J.—The election for State 
and county officers took place to-day. In 
opposition to the regular Democratic ticket 
was one made up by a fusion of Republicans, 
Greenbackere and Independents. Verbal re­ 
ports from the election officers at the closing of 
the polls show a clear majority for the straight 
Democratic ticket. Reports at the Demo­ 
cratic Executive Committee's rooms from the 
the interior of the State leave no doubt of 
Alabama polling a heavy Democratic vote. 
M o b ile, August 2d.—Further returns in 
Mobile county show a clear sweep for the 
Democrats against the Republicans and 
Greenbackers. The lowest candidate will 
have 1,000 majority. 
W ife Shot l>y nn Insane lla-h an d . 
L o u isv ille (Ky.), August 2d.—.James 
Curran, who has at times shown evidence of 
insanity, shot and fatally wounded his wife 
Marie to-day. After having been declared 
sane by a Commission four years ago he left 
his family, and only returned this morning. 
He went to his home and said to his wife, " 1 
wish you wouldn’t be tormenting me so every 
night.” She replied, "W hy, Jim, I’ve been 
working all the time here at home.” He 
then drew a pistol. She turned to fly, and 
he began shooting, the third ball entering her 
side and lung. 
Elections In K entucky. 
L ouisville, August 2d.—The elections to­ 
day passed off very quietly throughout the 
State. Nominations were made by the Re­ 
publicans in very few counties, ".ad the vote 
polled was light. Circuit Judges and Com­ 
monwealth Attorneys were elected in each of 
the eighteen judicial districts, and Democrats 
are elected in at least fifteen.

The Alaska Indians. 
W ashington, August 2d.—TheCommander 
of the Jamestown writes from Alaska that 
not over 200 Indians of both sexes and all 
ages remain on the Sitka ranche, all of the 
more enterprising being on sea otter and seal 
hunting trips. Those left started on a spree 
the 5th of July, but were soon checked by 
an armed boat from the Jamestown, the 
crew of which formed a protecting party to 
the Indian policemen. A little stabbing was 
done, but no one was seriously injured. The 
ringleaders have been subjected to a bread 
and water diet.

THE UTE TREATY. 


Another dreary and shameful farce is 
being played with the Utes. 
It has been 
determined to take their reservation away 
from them. 
There is no justification for 
the act, but the people of Colorado want 
to take up the lands, and the Government 
has no power to resist them, and very pos­ 
sibly no inclination either. 
The Utes 
fully realize th at they are being swindled, 
and they refuse to sign the humbugging 
document called a treaty ; an instrument 
which never wilt bind the Government, 
but any infringement of which by the In­ 
dians will be availed of as an excuse for 
dealing out still worse treatm ent to them. 
I t would be inore mauly, more honorable, 
and even more moral, for the Government 
to drop all these hypocritical and discredit­ 
able practices, and plainly inform the Utes 
that they must obey orders, even to 
their injury, for that there is no such 
thing as justice contemplated. 
It is now 
perfectly clear that they do not want 
to sign the treaty ; that they do not want 
the lands oflerod them in severalty ; and 
th at if the treaty is signed it will be w ith­ 
out the consent of the majority of the 
tribe. 
This, however, will make no dif­ 
ference. 
The Indians have received notice 
to quit, and they will have to go, or be 
made war upon. 
W hat makes the matter 
so hopeless, however, is the reflection that 
even if they accept the situation they will 
be no safer in their new home than they 
were in the old one. 
It is only necessary 
for some greedy and unscrupulous land- 
sh&rk to cast a covetous eye upon their 
latest possessions, and the Government 
will soon be dragooned iuto moving the 
poor creatures on again, and this game 
will be repealed until they are driven 
upon the warpath, when 
it 
will be­ 
come possible to exterminate them in a 
scientific way. 


The only logical position for the Dem­ 
ocrats to appeal to the country upon would 
be the claim th at they were prepared to 
make a better Government than the l!e- 
publicaDS have done. 
In order to support 
such a claim it would be necessary for them 
to show th at they were in favor of hon­ 
esty, efficiency, and economy. 
That they 
do not bring forward any evidence to that 
effect is perfectly natural as the case stands, 
but it is singular th at they fail to see how 
their apathy in this regard weakens their 
position. 
Nor is th¡3 the only bad phase 
in their attitude. 
Even if they cannot 
produce specific proofs of a love of reform 
in the past, they might at least endeavor 
to cut loose from the notorious frauds 
which have hitherto stained their record. 
But this they do not attem pt. 
Ou the 
contrary, they are now engaged in an en­ 
deavor to cover up or justify the gigantic 
frauds perpetrated in New York in 1S6S, 
and which have been repeated by them on 
a smaller scale at every election since. 
W hen Senator Wallace began his inquiry 
there, it was in the hope that capital for 
the campaign might be made out of it_ 
Capital has indeed been made, but not for 
the Democracy, for the result of the inquiry 
has been to revive the. recollection of the 
huge naturalization and repeating frauds 
by which the State was stolen twelve years 
ago. 
The character of Democratic politics 
is particularly well illustrated by this case. 
The most strenuous efforts made by that 
party iu Congress since they went into 
power have been directed to the removal 
of all hindrances to fraud at elections. 
They have fought desperately for this 
boon. 
They have even gone the length of 
stopping the whole machinery of govern­ 
ment in the hope of forcing the President 
to withdraw his opposition to their con­ 
spiracies. 
They have denounced the offi­ 
cials who were charged with the duty of 
preventing frauds a t the polls, as op­ 
pressors and tyrannical hirelings. 
Their 
sympathies throughout have been with the 
perpetrators of fraud, and never in a single 
instance have they proposed or supported 
legislation looking to the protection of the 
ballot. 
This is the plain, unvarnished 
truth, derived from their Congressional 
record, and from the recent developments 
at New York. 
John Davenport, through 
whose testimony Wallace expected to pro­ 
cure indictments against the Republicans, 
has been engaged for years in obtaining 
evidence of the Democratic frauds which 
are now so seasonably brought to light. 
During all that time he has been hounded 
and abused by the Democratic press, and 
yet these clamorers for unrestricted fraud 
have had the ineffable impudence to put in 
their platform a resolution pledging them ­ 
selves to the preservation of a free ballot, 
and now go before the country with the 
request th a t they be put in power on the 
strength of their reform professions. 


The fact is th at the very existence of 
the Democratic party to-day is dependent 
upon fraud. 
If the Republicans of the 
South were free to vote as they desire, 
there would be no possibility of a solid 
South. 
If The purity of the ballot-box 
could be secured in New York, there would 
be no possibility of a Democratic victory 
in th at State. 
The Democratic leaders in 
making their calculations do not rely upon 
the force of argument, but upon the fa­ 
cilities for stealing States which they have 
acquired through their alliance with un 
reconstructed 
rebeldom, 
and 
the 
pro­ 
fessional repeaters and roughs of New York. 
The desperate struggle made by the Dem­ 
ocrats in Congress to secure the repeal of 
the election laws was inspired by the desire 
to cheat the Republicans out of the elec­ 
tion in as many Northern States as possible. 
The whole Democratic campaign is based 
upon fraud, and though all this is notori­ 
ous, and though the recent resurrection of 
the outrages 
of 
180S 
has 
branded 
the party with ineffaceable infamy, we 
find the party still defending these abuses, 
and still despising all show of reformation 
and amendment. 
In this they are perhaps 
consistent, but assuredly they are not 
politic. 
For it is but a poor claim to pop­ 
ular confidence which consists in the boast 
of unexampled rascality, and an organiza­ 
tion which can find no better arguments 
than promiscuous abuse of its opponents 
ought at least to be prepared with a plaus­ 
ible exhibit of its capacity to do better if 
trusted. 
The Democratic journals outside 
of New York have not manifested much 
interest in the Wallace investigation, it is 
true. 
They have rather endeavored to 
convey the impression that it did not 
amount to much. 
But none of them 
have shown any squeamishness or humil­ 
iation at the character of the exposure, 
and 
when 
they 
have 
spoken 
it 
has only been to curse Davenport for 
telling the truth about the crimes of their 
friends. 
These facts, we submit, consti­ 
tute a very useful and timely exhibit of 
the real temper of the Democracy. 
It 
has so little idea of reform or honest gov­ 
ernment th at it cannot even simulate a 
regard for better tilings. 
It pushes for­ 
ward roughly ami doggedly, with all its 
stiins upon it, and it lias not the small 
amount of decency necessary to pretend a 
shame it does not feel. 
This is the party 
which demands to be put in charge of the 
Government, and which thinks that it has 
sufficiently covered its tracks in nomi­ 
nating a Union General for the Presidency. 
Based upon shameless fraud, depending 
altogether upon such fraud, resolute only 
in its contempt for honest methods in pol­ 
itics, the “ great” Democratic party surely 
presents a sufficiently pitiable and repul­ 
sive spectacle to those who look beneath 
the surface. 


WEAVER 
ON 
BULLDOZING. 


W eaver, the Greenback candidate, de­ 
clares positively that bulldozing is being 
carried on systematically at the South, and 
cites specific instances which recently came 
under his observation in Alabama. 
There 
ought not to be any doubt as to the prac­ 
tice referred to, for it is well understood 
that the maintenance of a solid South de­ 
pends altogether upon it. 
The Democrats 
count as much upon bulldozing at the 
South as they do upon fraudulent natural­ 
ization and repeating at the North. 
These 
are among their strongest auxiliaries, and 
without them they could not make the 
campaign at all. Nobody, therefore, ought 
to be surprised to hear that they are 
making the most of their opportunities, 
but for all that the Republican managers 
ought to cause the South to be actively 
canvassed. 
Publicity is the one thing 
Democratic political methods cannot w ith­ 
stand, therefore they should have enough 
and to spare of it. 


ANOTHER 
OF 
HANCOCK'S 
LETTERS. 


Another of Hancock’s letters has been 
published, and it does not make so good a 
showing for him as the one he wrote to 
General Sherman. 
It was sent in 1SGS to 
S. T. Glover, of Missouri, and in it he de­ 
clared himself fully in sympathy with the 
National Democratic platform, then just 
issued. 
H e said among other th in g s: 
“ Those who suppose that I do not acqui- 
“ csce in the work of the National Detno- 
“ cratic Convention, or that I do not sin- 
“ cerely desire the election of its nominees, 
“ know very little of my character.” 
It 
will bo remembered that the Democratic 
platform of lSliS denounced the Constitu­ 
tional Amendments as 
“ revolutionary, 
“ null and void,” and favored the payment 
of the bonded indebtedness of the country 
in irredeemable paper. 
It appears, theic- | 
fore, th at however General Hancock may 
now be resolved to support the Constitu­ 
tional Amendments, and to uphold the 
credit of the nation, he has not always 
been 
of the same opinion. 
In 
1868 
he sought the Presidency, moreover, and 
this letter shows what he was then willing 
to indorse and approve in the way of a 
national policy. 
“ My own wishes,” he 
says, “ were to promote, if I could, the 
“ good of the country, nml'jtn rehuí' the 
“ spirit o f revolution u-hich had itiradal 
“ every sacred precinct o f liberty." This 
rhetorical phrase, being interpreted, can 


only mean th at he then regarded the 
Constitutional Amendments as having been 
produced by the “ spirit of revolution,” 
and th at he panted for an opportunity to 
nullify them. 
I t is worth while to con­ 
trast his position in 1SGS with his position 
in 1SS0, for it is only by such a comparison 
th at the public can form a just estimate of 
his sincerity, patriotism and trustw orthi­ 
ness. 
I t must be adm itted th at there is 
room for grave doubt as to his good faith 
in the premises. 
I t is hardly possible to 
believe th at a man who twelve years ago 
believed the Constitutional Amendments 
to be “ revolutionary, null and void,” can 
now regard them with the reverence ex­ 
pressed in General Hancock’s recent letter 
of acceptance. 
R ather does it appear 
probable th at he expressed his real senti­ 
ments frankly when 
w riting to 
Mr. 
Glover, but that at present he 
finds 
it 
expedient 
to conceal 
them. 
It 
is 
further 
to be 
noted 
that 
his sentiments of 186S are far more in con­ 
sonance with 
the ordinary Democratic 
ideas than are those of his last letter. The 
Democratic party has several times made 
the mistake of rcveal ng its true inward­ 
ness too plainly, but it has always mani­ 
fested a cheerful readiness to adopt any 
professions calculated to disguise its actual 
character, and after every fresh rebuff it 
has come nearer to the doctrine of its op­ 
ponents—on paper. 
It would seein that 
General Hancock has been equally willing 
to counterfeit a reverence for the Constitu­ 
tional Amendments which he does not feel, 
and that therefore the bona fidcs of 
his declarations is open to sharp sus­ 
picion. 
The principles which a man pro­ 
fesses for the sake of getting into office are 
always to be doubted if they do not har­ 
monizo with those ho has eonfesscd to 
when under no such restraint, and this 
rule ¡3 applicable to the present case. 


AN AMAZING KIND OF RELIGION. 


W hat kind of religion is it that Dr. Kal- 
loch teaches at his Metropolitan Tem ple'! 
W e find a report in the San Francisco pa 
pers of his last Sunday evening discourse, 
and it appears to have consisted entirely 
in abuse of the Board of Supervisors, over 
which body he, as Mayor, presides. 
This 
eminent preacher of some new kind of 
gospel has a quarrel with one of the Super 
visors named Torrey, and this is the way 
he referred to his adversary from the pul­ 
pit. He said he had on one occasion “ sim- 
“ ply said th at Torrey had been raised in 
“ a duck-pond, and fed on clams and blub- 
“ her. 
The only reply that Torrey had 
“ made was th at clams and blubber were 
“ healthy. 
He (the speaker) had never 
“ said th at they were not, for a porpoise, 
“ but he had never said a porpoise would 
“ make a good Supervisor.” 
On the same 
day this new kind of a minister saw fit to 
make a bitter attack upon Dr. Stebbins, 
on the ground that the latter had failed to 
sympathize w ith him (Kalloch) when his 
son shot Charles De Young. 
Surely we 
are justified in asking what kind of relig­ 
ion it is th at this man professes to be 
a minister of? We have never heard 
of 
any 
scheme 
of 
religion 
which 
could account for his ethics and practice, 
nor do we know of any theory of divinity 
which will explain his peculiar views of 
mankind. 
But we seem to see clearly that 
skepticism is likely to be more strongly 
fortified by the spectacle of one such trav­ 
esty on religion as his church constitutes, 
than by the arguments of a thousand phil­ 
osophers. 
W hen malice, envy, hatred, 
and all uneharitableness, find their ex­ 
position in 
the pulpit; when a place 
solemnly dedicated to the worship of God 
is prostituted to the gratification of hood- 
loom quarrels ; when blackguardism and 
ribaldry, coarse "jokes and brutal insults to 
the afflicted, form the doctrine delivered 
to patient congregations, it is not to be 
wondered at th at self-respecting, pure- 
minded, intelligent men and women prefer 
the manly and consistent infidelity of In- 
gersoll and his school, to such gross and 
shameful mockeries of all th at the spirit of 
religious devotion requires and needs for 
its sustenance.

SAN FRANCISCO 
ITEMS. 


[From our San Francisco exchanges of August 2J.J 
The Law Library fund was benefited 
last month to the extent of $403, th at be­ 
ing the number of new suits instituted. 
The receipts for duties at the Custom 
House last week were $102,074 93, making 
a total since January 1st of $3,313,205 03 
Collections of internal revenue iu this 
district during the past week amounted to 
$35,026 3S. making a total since January 
1st of $1,769,317 90. 
The steamer City of Peking, which 
sailed on Saturday for Japan and China* 
took 31 cabin passengers, aud 200 Chinese 
in the steerage. 
Dr. Foye, Resident Physician at the 
Twenty-sixth street Hospital, reports six 
patients iu that institution afflicted with 
small-jiox. 
A shark about five feet long which had 
got into the shoal water inside the seawall, 
w as killed on Friday last by a workman, 
who struck it on the head with a pick. 
During the month of July the Mint in 
this city coined 63,C00 double eagles, 67,­ 
000 eagles, and 1,000,000 standard dollars ; 
iu all, 1,130.000 pitees, of the total value 
of $2,930,000. 
The trial of Dr. Samuel I’. Chalfant, 
charged witfi the murder of Dr. Josiah 
Bacon at the Baldwin Hotel, was continued 
in Judge Ferral’s Court to-day to the 16th. 
Captain Hillyer, of the three-masted 
schooner Una, in from Central America, 
says that during his thirty-five years at sea 
lie never saw such calms as have character­ 
ized the Facific Ocean this summer. 
July was an exceedingly dull month in 
the real estate business. 
This was doubt­ 
less due (in part, at least) to the large 
number of people who are out of towu. 
But 202 sales were recorded, of the value 
of $1,186,153. 
Only three cargoes of wheat were dis­ 
patched from this port in July. 
There are 
now in port, under engagement to load 
wheat, ten vessels, representing 14,790 
tons of tonnage, with a carrying capacity 
of 420,090 centals. 
The annual report of Treasurer Shaber 
for the past fiscal year has been filed with 
the B. ard of Supervisors. 
B dance cash 
on hand June 30, 1879, $1,731,383 59 ; re­ 
ceipts during the year, $4,785,646 72; 
total, $6,577,030 31. 
A long-distance riding match between 
the champion, Anderson, and J. C. Leon, 
for $1,000 a side, has been made, to com­ 
mence ou the 8th. 
The riding will be lim­ 
ited to ten hours a day, from 8 A. M. to 6 
1*. M. 
Each rider w ill be limited to tweuty 
horses, which can only be ridden one mile 
at a time. 
Eugene I . Sullivan, the new Collector of 
the Port, this morning took |X>ssession of 
his office. 
Oue of his first acts was to 
swear in L. M. Kellogg and J. H. McNabb 
as his deputies. 
These gentlemen have 
filled the same positions for several years 
under cx Collector Shannon, but the law 
made it necessary to reappoint them. 
It 
is understood that Mr. Sullivan will make 
no changes in the personnel of his office at 
present. 
W hile digging an excavation in the old 
building formerly cccftpied by the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company, on the north­ 
west corner of Sacramento and Iseidesdorff 
streets, the workmen found an old box, 
which appeared to contain some hidden 
treasure. 
T hty were sorely disappointed 
to find upon opening it th a t it contained 
cannister, the shot having become ce­ 
mented together by the oxidation of the 
iron filings used as packing.

San F uancico, August 2d.—A special 
meeting of the Board of Health was held to­ 
day. Present, Mayor Kalloch, Dre. Simp­ 
son and Gibbons. 
Dr. Meares, Health Officer, at the request 
of the Chairman, stated that the objects of 
the meeting were to take measures to arrest 
the spread of sinall-pox, several cases having 
occurred in Chinatown of which lie had no 
notice until after death. 
He said that since 
the last epidemic of the disease, in 1876, all 
the school children had been vaccinated with 
good virus, as the rules of the Board of 
Hec.lth required such vaccination. 
He had 
no apprehension of an epidemic at this time, 
but thought preventive meaus should be 
taken. 
Within the past few years virus 
known to be defective had been used. 
The 
old etock of virus was used up several years 
ago. 
We might expect many cases, how­ 
ever, from the fact that the Chinese secrete 
their sick. 
Within the past few days three 
fatal cases of small pox had been discovered 
in Chinatown, and the deceased must have 
been sick at least twelve days. The disease 
has been prevalent iu Chinatown for weeks, 
and we cannot expect to stop it here. 
The 
first case appeared on Brannan street. 
It 
was traced to a young man who was a shirt- 
cutter for Chinese workmen, and carried his 
work to Chinatown. 
Dr. Meares thought 
the Chinese quarter ought to be thoroughly 
fumigated, 
and 
the disinfecting 
officers 
would have an opportunity of discovering ex­ 
isting case?. A few years ago, under similar 
circumstances, police officers accompanied the 
fum'gators, ami they had no trouble in en­ 
forcing the orders of the Board. The better 
class of Chinese were not only willing to as­ 
sist the officers but were anxious to aid in the 
good work. The action taken by the Board 
at the last general appearance of the disease 
in the city prevented the occurrence of but 
few cases after the officers got to work. 
Dr. Gibbons said that Health Officer Dr. 
Rowell reported during the epidemic in 
1868-9 that vaccination only increased the 
susceptibility to contract the disease. The 
applicants were vaccinated at that time by 
the Clerk of the Board, and as he was not a 
physician the work was probably improperly 
done. 
Dr. Meares said it was the practice now all 
over the United States to use bovine virus. 
There was such prejudice fnrmerly to the 
use of bovine virus that homeopathic phy­ 
sicians refused to use it. 
Now there is a 
homeopathic physician who is agent for bo­ 
vine virus. 
Some of the virus formerly used 
had doubtless been in use 70 or 80 years. 
Dr. Gibbons wished to know of Dr. Meares 
if he did not consider huniau virus was as ef­ 
fective as bovine virus. 
Dr, Meares thought not. 
Dr. Gibbons believed it just as effective. 
He did not undeistand why it would run cut 
more than in a cow. 
Dr. Meares said he did not know, as there 
were some things which could not be ex­ 
plained. 
It was not a disease of the human 
family, but of the cow, aud dbeaie could be 
transmitted by revaccination. 
Dr. Simpson said he prop,.Fed to introduce 
resolutions to the effect that the Health Offi­ 
cer be directed to employ necessary iuioi- 
gators for the city, and that the Chief of Í ' - 
lice be requested to aid in the work. 
He 
thought by this means the extension of the 
disease m ight be arrested. 
Dr. Meaies said he agreed with Dr. Simp­ 
son’s proposition. 
That while wliite persons 
afflicted with small pox were reported and 
the afflicted taken care off. the Chinese did 
not report the caee-s until it was necessary to 
obtain a burial certificate. 
Then it was too 
late to prevent a spread of the disease. 
He 
was anxious to know if the Chinese Compa­ 
nies would take any interest in the matter. 
He had no confidence in the heads of the 
Chinese Companies from his past experience. 
Dr. Simpson said the people in the East 
would think we were putting the burden on 
the Chinese. 
He thought it proper for the 
members of the Board to place themselves 
right on the record as using every possible 
means to prevent the spread of the disease. 
On motion of Dr. Simpson the following 
resolutions were adopted: 
Reso'ced, Thai the Health Officer he authorized to 
employ the necessary number oí persons to fumi­ 
gate and disinfect Chinatown for the purpose of 
preventing the further extension of emal!q»ox. 
Resoled, That the Chief of Police lie requested 
to furnish the necessary number of officers to en­ 
able the Health Inspectors and fumigators to gain 
access to all parts of Chinatown. 
Resulted, That the Chinese Consul be requested 
to use Ids influence among the Chinese by inducing 
them to report all cases of suiall-pox immediately 
on their occurrence, and thus aid the Health Officer 
in his efforts to disinfect Chinatown and stamp out 
the epidemic of small-pox propagated and continued 
by their criminal care'essness heretofore in not re­ 
porting such cases to the health authorities. 
The meeting then adjourned. 


The San F ran cisco Hoard o f S u p ervisors—

F rancisco, August 2d.—A great 
crowd gathered at the meeting of the Board 
of Supervisors this evening, attracted by the 
expectation of a renewal of hostilities between 
the Mayor atul the members of the Board. In 
this they were disappointed. 
Everything 
was smooth and lovely, and nothing of inter­ 
est occurred beyond the passage of an order 
to audit the first monthly hill of the Water 
Company under the new lav allowing that 
company to charge the city with 25 |ier cent, 
of the gross water rates, amounting in this 
case to $30,000, which went through without 
material opposition.

S a n J o se, August 2 d .--The trial of George 
W. Carlton, indicted for manslaughter by 
ths Grand Jury of San Benito county in the 
killing of S. H. Brummett, editor of the 
Hollister Enterprise, was commenced in De­ 
partment No. 1 of the Superior Court, Judge 
lieldeti presiding, at 10 A. it. to day. There 
was a large attendance of spectators, includ­ 
ing a goodly delegation from Hollister. The 
widow of Brummett was present, attired in 
deep mourning, with a babe in her arms. 
The little one was restive, and somewhat dis­ 
turbed the equanimity of the Court, the bar 
and jury, so that the mother was requested 
t i remov e it. 
A jury was soon impaneled, 
there being no challenges, either peremptory 
or for cause—something unprecedented in the 
Court anuals of this county. 
When the at­ 
torneys for both the prosecution and defense 
announced that they accepted the jury, the 
Judge remarked that the action was surpris­ 
ing as well as gratifying.

D isastrou s 
Fire nl Betl B lu ff. 
R ed B l u f f , August 2d .— The largest con­ 
flagration that ever visited this city was ex­ 
perienced this afternoon. 
The losses are 
about $100,000. 
About 1 o’clock the rear of 
the Brilliant Restaurant on Main street, 
opposite the Tremont Hotel, broke out iu a 
blaze. 
The restaurant was situated in the 
midst of a nest of dry tinder like shanties, 
and in about ten minutes from the time of 
the origin of the fire these shanties—about 
seven in number—were one mass of seething 
flames. 
Roberts' Fashion Stables, a hand­ 
some wooden building, soon succumbed to 
the fire fiend, which leaped across the street 
to Allhrignt’s wagon-shop. 
Here the fire 
was gotten under the control of the Fire De­ 
partment on the northern end, saving therpby 
th uisauds of dollars’ worth of property. 
There is hut one engine here, and while the 
firemen were battling at the northern end of 
the conflagration the flvmesfrotn the shanties 
connected with Crandali’s flue hall, 
the 
finest structure in the city. 
The fiery 
•lemon played around this building for some 
time, but the hall, being a three-story brick 
with high projectice walls, somewhat stayed 
the progress of the fire. This was taken ad­ 
vantage of by the citizens and firemen, who 
saved the store of Cone k Kimball and Mil­ 
ler’s saloon adjoining on the south, but the 
intense heat affected Cone & Kimball’s stock, 
almost completely ruining it. 
From Cran­ 
dall’s Hall the fire leaped toB urtt's residence 
on High street, and consumed it. Strenuous 
exertions saved Ward’s residence adjoining 
on the north. Cone & Kimball's store, Mil­ 
let's buildings, W ard’s residence aud barn on 
the northeast corner of the block, were all 
that were saved of one of the city’s best 
blocks. 
The firemen and citizens worked 
hard, aud to their exertions the entire city 
owes its deliverance. There were hut few 
accidents, all of a minor character. Follow­ 
ing are the loase», as near as can be ascer­ 
tained : Cone k Kimball, $15,000 ; fully in­ 
sured.

MORE 
ABOUT 
TOM 
LAWTON. 


The Bodie Standard-Newt has the following 
which, while much of it is not new to this 
people, possesses interest because of the form 
in which it is now given, and the source from 
which the authority is drawn. 
The reporter 
of the Standard-Kein had an interview re­ 
cently with Denny Lawton, the brother of 
Tom Lawton, one of the trio who murdered 
A. H. Tullis, at his ranch on Grand Island, 
and for which crime Dye and Anderson were 
executed, Tom Lawton making his escape': 
“ Denny Lawton says that his brother Tom 
was always a wild boy. 
When a young man 
he traveled for two years throughout Europe 
with the celebrated actress Adah Isaacs Men­ 
ken, and acquired the habits of a fast life and 
a reckless disregard for money. 
She married 
Heenan, the prize-fighter, on her return to 
the United State?, and the connection with 
Tom was broken off. 
Thrown upon his own 
resources, witli the habits of a fast life attached 
to hitn, it was but little trouble for him to fall 
in with the cracksman of the country. 
He 
soon became one of their most expert mem­ 
bers, and was noted among that class for his 
daring exploits and success in shoving the 
queer. 
In 1876 he was arrested and con­ 
victed in New York for passing counterfeit 
money, and was sentenced to fifteen years’ 
imprisonment. 
The case was appealed to 
the 
United States Supreme Guiirt, and, 
whilst on appeal and Tom out on bonds, he 
came to this coast and settled in Sacramento, 
where his father, mother and family were 
Hying. 
For a time all had hopes of his re­ 
formation, but there he came in contact with 
Troy Dye and Anderson, and from bad he 
went to worse in a short time. 
The job was 
put up to murder and rob Tullis. 
Th¡3 was, 
undoubtedly, the work of Tom, as his pre­ 
vious life would naturally lead him into any 
course calculated to bring him money. 
Den­ 
ny states that he ha* been shadowed by offi­ 
cers since the time of the murder until within 
the past four months. 
During this time he 
ha3 been East twice, to Leadville and Syra­ 
cuse, N. Y ., the birthplace of the brothers. He 
says that ex-Sheiilf Drew must be out five 
or six thousand dollars in his endeavors to 
find the whereabouts of Tom. 
He (Denny) 
has ntithcr seen nor heard from Tom since 
the murder, but he is satisfied that he is 
safely out of the reach of the law. 
As for 
Denny, until the officer* were satisfied he 
knew nothing of his brother’s place of re­ 
fuge, it was impossible for hirn to retain em­ 
ployment, but for the pa*tfew months he has 
not been hunted down. 
Iu a few days he in­ 
tends going to the States to settle down, 
always remembering the terrible situation 
ai.d example of hi* brother. 
His only great 
trouble seem* to be the situation of Ids poor 
old mother, who e grief at the conduct of her 
boy Tom has broken her aged heart and will 
in a short time bring her gray hair* to the 
grave. 
Our reporter has known Denny for 
several years, uiteting him in diffeieot parts 
of the State, and ha* always known him to 
be a hard-working, industrious boy. 
For the 
past few months Denny ha* been in Bodie.”
